Suppose you own a shed worth $100. 

Suppose vou pay $1 in taxes on this shed.

If vou pay $1.63 in taxes on ivour shed your tax rate ts 1.63 per cent 
on actual value, and this is what State officials -say our average tax 
rate To be exact’ the rate is given as $1.632 on each $100 of actual 
value, 

That's all there is to this taxation question. 


What Should Utility Companies Pay? 


Now apply the same process to public utility companies, from whom 
the State collects a tax that is passed along to all citizens. For ex- 
ample, the Seavey Tax Commission's valuation on operatiye proper 
ties of railroads and tsreet railroads is $519,600,000 in 1916. On the 
same hasis used by Mr. Seavey they are worth less today.
